Cut Is Foreshadowed, but 
Valuations Will Be 
Increased, 


BUDGET IS EXPECTED 
TO STAY UNCHANGED 


Commissioners, Gen. Lord and 


Congress Will Reduce the 
Preliminary Totals. 


Taxpayers of the District will have a 
lower tax rate but about the same sums 
to pay for expenses of municipal gov- 
ernment in the fiscal year 1928-1929, 
as have been charged against them for 
the coming fiscal year. 


the estimates of local department heads 
were submitted to the Commissioners 
as the first step in making the 1929 
budget. The total of the estimates was 
$48,729,543; about the same as submitted 
@ year ago, $48,064,681. 

For the 1928 budget, the latter sum 
was scaled down to $37,307,185. - It is 
thought that the scaling.down process 
will operate similarly this year and 
that the District supply bill enacted by 
Congress for 1929 will be approximately 
the same as for 1928. 


Revaluations in Real Estate. 


Meantime the real estate has been 
revalued for purposes of taxation, £0 
that next year the assessed value of real 
and tangible personsal property, to 
which the District tax is applied, will 
be about $1,250,000,000 against $1,000,- 
000,000 at present. 

With property assessed at 25 per cent 
more, the tax rate, on a budget no 
larger than the one preceding it, will 
be accordingly about. 25 per cent lower- 
to yleld the same revenue, The pres- 
ent tax rate is $1.80 on each $100 worth 
of assessed valuation. It is expected 
that a tax rate of $1.45 for 1929 will be 
made possible by the prospect, accord- 
ing to the estimates, of no increase in 
District appropriations. This lower tax 
rate, however, will not mean lower 
taxes for each individual, for he will 
pay it on a higher valuation. 

Naming totals in connection with 
the District budget is more or less con- 
fusing. While the department heads 
ask for $48,000,000, in round numbers, 
there are other items that have to 
appear in the ‘budget, ‘not all of which 
necessarily mean expenditure. These 
are under the heading “indefinite ap- 
propriations, trust and special funds,” 
and for the 1929 budget they are 
$2,633,000,. bringing the total of the 
District estimates up to $50,762,543, as 
compared with .1928 estimates submit- 
ted a year ago of $50,564,681. 

Estimates Will Be Reviewed. 

These are preliminary estimates. 
They will be reviewed in detail by the 
commissioners and will be submitted 
to the Bureau of the Budget not later 


| than July 15, with recommendations 


by the commissioners, undoubtedly for 
reductions. They will also be sub- 
mitted at once to the Citizens Advisory 
Council and the three trade bodies.

Belgian Ambassador Was 
Dean of: Washington 
Diplomatic Corps. 


SAYS HE WILL LEAVE 
FOR EUROPE JUNE 26 


Was Minister to United States 
When Legation Was Made 
Embassy in 1919. 


Baron de Cartier de Marchienne is to 
relinquish his’ post as Belgian Am- 
bassador here and take over a similar 
post in London. He plans to sail for 
home June 26 and after a short visit 
there he will go to the British capital. 

There have been reports of such a 
change for some time, but the Stete 
Department was Officially apprised ‘of 
them yesterday. 

Baron de Cartier is one of Belgium’s 
most distinguished diplomats. 
his country’s first Ambassador to the 
United States, having been elevated 
from Minister when the legation was 
transformed into an embassy in 1919. 
During King Albert’s visit here after 
the World War he took a prominent 
part in cementing the cordial relations 
existing between Belgium and the 
United States, and through his tact 
and knowledge of America aided ma- 
terially in making his sovereign’s visit 
diplomatically successful. 


Has Had Brilliant. Career. 


\ Baron de Cartier is 56 years old. He 
was educated in Belgium and trained 
for diplomacy at an early age. He comes 
of a noble family of ancient lineage 
and was particularly suited through in- 
herited talents to occupy an outstand- 
ing place in his chosen field of en- 
deavor. Entering his country’s diplo- 
matic service in 1893, he began a bril- 
liant career, serving successively in 
diplomatic offices at Vienna, Rio de 
Janeiro, Tokyo, Paris, London and 
Peking. He was appointed Minister to 
the United States in 1917, being trans- 
ferred to this country from China: 

Recently Baron de Cartier became 
dean of the Diplomatic Corps in Wash- 
ingt tion.of the Span- 
ish Ambassador, Juan Riano y Gayan- 
gos. Suave, kindly and- discreet of 
personality; monocléd and sartorially 
immaculate in. appearance, the baron 
has been described as having all the 
conventional characteristics of the old 
school diplomat. He is keenly ob- 
servant and interested in American 
politics and has been a familiar figure 
in the diplomatic gallery of the Capitol 
during interesting congressional ses- 
sions. Sir Esme Howard, the British 
Ambassador, now becomes thse ranking 
diplomat in Washington. 

Baron de Cartier was. Belgium’s only 
delegate to Wie Washington arms con- 
ference, his knowledge of the Far Hast 
supplementing that which he had of 
this country and its people. 

Before taking charge of his country’s 
legation here in 1908 he had served as 
its secretary and in’ that capacity he

SMOKE SCREEN SEEN 
ON PART OF FRANCE 


Would Divert Attention From 
Debt Situation and Stand on 
Naval Disarmament.

President Coolidge will not permit the 
United States Government to become 
involved, directly or indirectly, in the 
suggestion thrown out unofficially by 
Premier Briand, of France, that the 
French and American governments 
negotiate a special peace pact to “out- 
law war” and provide new means for 
settlement of international disputes. 

The Briand suggestion, reinforced by 
the activities of American internation- 
alists who have drawn up tentative 
treaties to carry out and expand the 
French idea, is receiving a cool recep- 
tion in official circles and Secretary of 
State Kellogg has ‘so far been “too busy” 
with practical diplomatic questions to 
evén examine or discuss the so-called 
peace-pact data which has been dis- 
patched to the State Department by the 
volunteer advocates of the latest brand 
of internationalism. 

The President, in deference to the 
American framers: of the. new pacts, 
made it known last week that he would 
be guided by the opinion of Secretary 
Kellogg in passing judgment on the 
Briand suggestion and the _ treaties 
framed by “the college professors,” in- 
cluding Nicholas Murray Butler and 
James Thomson Shotwell, both of 
whom have been outstanding cham- 
pions of the League of Nations. 


Seized on by Internationalists. 


This, attitude ,of the President ‘was 
at once seized upon by the interna- 
tionalists as an idication that Mr. 
Coolidge was taking the matter very 
seriously and that Mr, Kellogg accord- 
ingly would initiate conferénces with 
the volunteer.quthors..of the-peace 
plans in furtherance of Briend’s “lofty 
idea.” When it became known yester- 
day. that Mr. Kellogg Had not hastened 
to further the plan, there was little 
delay in agcertaining the reason and 
suspecting that the President is not 
willing to add this Government’s 
indorsement to the program. 

The chief reason for Mr. Kellogg’s 
apathy toward the whole scheme, it 
is learned, is that. President Coolidge 
is not in sympathy with the real pur- 
pose of the Briand suggestion, although 
the President, Mr. Kellogg and every~ 
one else would naturally favor. any 
bona-fide, practical plan to minimize 
war and promote world peace. But, 
on the other hand, the officials in 
charge of the foreign relations of the 
United States are not going to permit 
the American people to be duped or 
misled by lofty idealism used as an 
obvious cloak to cover the special de- 
signs of any foreign power.

Lympne, England, Friday, June 3 (By 
A. P.).—After fiying 38 minutes from 
Kenley, Capt. Lindbergh landed here at 
6:58 a. m. today, deciding to postpone 
his crossing of the English Channel 
and his return to Paris until more 
favorable weather conditions. There 
was fog in the channel. 

Lympnhe 1s about 70 miles southeast of 
Kenley and about 5 miles from the 
Kentish shore of the English Channel. 

Kenley, England, Friday, June 3 (By 
A. P.).—Capt. Lindbergh hopped off for 
Paris at 6:20 o’clock this morning 
‘Lindbergh made a perfect start. He 
climbed rapidly to 1,000 feet when he 
went into formation with the two es- 
corts. Circling over the airdrome once, 
he headed straight southeast. 

While adjusting his parachute, Lind- 
bergh told a newspaper man “I’ve had 
a great time in England and I hope, to 
return.” 

The visiting aviator made himself ex- 


tremely popular ampng the officers and 
airmen at the Kenley Field, and all of 
them were up at dawn to see him off. 

A weather report this morning said 
there was a heavy ground mist at Dor- 
king, in the path of the flight over 
England to the channel, but that there 
were no clouds for 4,000 feet above 
England or across the channel.

MAY INDIGT OFFICIALS 
FOR POISONING ALCOHOL 


Facts in Chicago Death to Be 
Given to Grand Jury by 
Chief Justice. 


WOULD FIX U. S. RIGHTS 


Chicago, June 2 (By A. P.).—Federal 
officials who order grain alcohol adul- 
terated with poisons that kill may be 
indicted as accessories before the fact 
to manslaughter in connection with the 
fatal alcohol poisoning of John Harper, 
21-year-old University of Chicago stu- 
dent, Chief Justice Lindsay, of the Cook 
County (Chicago) Criminal Court, said 
today. 

Chief Justice Lindsay. said he . will 
place the entire mattér before the Cook 
County grand jury when it considers 
the Harper case as it has been found 
that the alcohol which kijled: Harper 
had been poisoned by Federal order. 

“Young Harper’s death presents to us 
an obligation to determine to what ex- 
tent the Government is within its 
rights in poisoning alcofiél which may 
be destined to consumption as a bever- 
age in this State,” said the chfef jus- 
tice. “Putting poison that: Kills: into 
alcohol destined for cammercial use, 
without restriction or labeling, is going 
too. far.” 

Matthew McAnany, drug store owner, 
and three of his clerks are charged with 
murder because of Harper’s death. 
They have confessed, the police assert, 
that. Harper purchased the poisonous 
liquor at the McAnany store. 


Jerome K. Jerome Ill; 
Noted British Author 


Northampton, England; June 2 (By 
A. P.).—Jerome K. Jerome, noted au- 
thor of “Three Men in a Boat” and 
many other humorous works, is serl- 
ously ill in a hospital here. He was 
taken with a sudden seizure on reach- 
ing Northampton on a motor tour with 
his wife and daughter.

Second Division Men Meet 
To Fight War Over Again 


Former Soldiers Scorn Pomp and Slight Business of 
Deciding on Memorial in Order to Talk Over 
Soissons at Informal Sessions. 


The Second Division came to town 
yesterday, or rather a goodly smattering 


of it did, and it was one of the most 
unusual conventions the city has ever 
known. Nobody was making any 
speeches, and at a late hour last night 
no resolutions had been passed. 

But the fellows were hanging around 
the Willard, the Raleigh and the Wash- 
ington Hotels and talking to their 
heart’s content. About all the busi- 
néss they have to transact is, whether 
they should erect a memorial here. If 
they do erect the memorial, it will be 
better than that the First Division So- 
ciety erected in honor of its fallen 
comrades, so the approximately 1,000 
Second Division veterans declare. Not 
that they disparage the First Division’s 
marker, but, as they put it themselves, 
they were always better than the First 
in war. and, so help me to goodness, 
they will outdo it when it comes to 
honoring their dead. 

There was that time at Soissons, along 
about the middle of July, 1918. The 
First had the audacity to send over a 
message: “Keep up with us and 
we'll show you a good time.” The Sec- 
ond did not deign to answer it. Instead 
it left the First nine days behind. 

At least, that is the way the Second 
Division men are telling it. 

It was Soissons which makes tears 
stream down their cheeks when 
they recall Brig Gen. LeRoy S. Upton, 
who died just a few weeks ago. He 
was a colonel then, commanding the 
Ninth, and those who told the 
story avow it was the best outfit in the 
division. 


Went Over on July 18. 


Well, anyhow, the fellows went over 
on July 18, 1918. Some of them went 
no more than a few yards. The Ger- 
mans were not helding open house, and 
they resented the coming of the Amer- 
icans. ; 

There was Private Paul V. Glaus, for 
instance, now Mr. Glaus. of Syracuse, 
N. Y. “Happy,” they still call him. 
As they figure it in the Army, 
Private Glaus was gone just 20 minutes. 
Then he and some other doughboys were

While Young and Power were wait- 
ing on the two customers, the intruder, 
a dark complexioned man of small 
statue, walked into the _  establish- 
ment, and said: “Stick ‘em up!” He 
ordered the quartet into a back room 
of the store and when his command 
was obeyed, he snapped a lock on the 
outside of the room. He then robbed 
the cash register and made a hasty 
exit. He made no attempt to rob 
either of the four. 

While the robbery was being staged, 
Patrolman Sam R. Russell, of the First 
precinct, was directly across the street 
conversing with a storekeeper. After 
the robber had quitted the scene, 
Power climbed through a rear window 
and notified Russell, who dispatched a 
lookout to all police precincts for the 
robber, The robbery was accomplished 
within ten minutes.

Aviator Tells How Officer of 
Ship Leaped Into Sea 
With Tow Rope. 


WAVES DAMAGE MACHINE 
AND SNAP OFF HAWSER 


Italian Relates Difficulty in 
Getting to Port in 
Heavy Weather. 


Horta, Is‘and of Fayal, Azores, June 
2 (By A. P.).—Commander Francesco 
de Pinedo, Italian transatlantic avia- 
tor, today told the Associated Press of 


his adventures and those of his two 
companions after leaving Trepassey, 
Newfoundland, on May 23 for the 
Azores, en route to Rome, only to be 
forced down by a shortage in gasoline 
several hundred miles short of this 
port. 

The commander, who was towed here 
by the steamshin Superga last week 
and now is planning to resume his 
fi'-** told how one of the officers of 
the steamship leaped into the heavy 
seas to fasten a rope to the hydro- 
plane. 

“After leaving Trepassey,”’ the Ital- 
ian aviator said, “the wind was favor- 
able, but then changed and we were 
oblige* to fiy over a fogbank extend- ; 
ine about 400 miles. Our speed was 
from 30 to 50 miles an hour, and we 
flew at a low altitude. 

“Strong winds reduced our speed to 
one-third and then we found.that our 
gasoline was insufficient to reach the 
Azores, although the same quantity 
urder normal conditions would have 
b--n ample to carrv us to Ponta Del- 
gade (The nearest large ’city of the 
Azeres to Portugal.) 


Landed on Ocean. 


“In longitude 33.54 and latitude 41.11 
we decided to land in-the ocean and 
await a more favorable wind in order 
to reach the Island of —-lores, in the 
Azores. A Portuguese schooner, en 
route to the cod fishing grounds, came 
to our acsistance and after three hours 
of difficult maneuvering passed a rope 
to us by means of a small boat in a 
very dangerous sea. 

“The small b it ‘hen took us aboard 
the steamer Infante Sagres, which took 
us under tow in the direction of Flores. 
On the same night a steamer communi- 
cated with us by Morse si -1ls, but we 
were unable to reply. On the follow- 
ing day the sea and wind were still 
rough and the baro~tter fell a good 
deal. We hove to in the storm, but 
the high waves damaged the tail and 
several other parts of the plane. 

“On the 25th day the tow rope broke 
and while we were picking up the plane 
the Superga hove intogight and offered 
her assistance which we accepted, 
After eight hour. of difficult maneuver- 
ing we went aboard. The wind shifted 
northwest, rendering it difficult to:tow 
the plane and we feared that the rope 
would part again. 


Officer Swims With Rope. 


“When trying to attach the rope to 
the plane, it was impossible to get 
close to the machine because of the 
heavy seas, but the second officer of 
the Superga jumped into the sea and 
swam with a rope to. the plane. ' 

“We then tried by four: different 
routes to reach Horta, but were unfor- 
tunate because of the condition.of the 


‘wind. The Superga, although steaming 


at 3 miles an hour at times and even 
less. broke the rope again and it took 
six hours, with a.rowboat, to make the 
line fast. 

“On the ‘twenty-ninth we were 25 
miles west of Horta, but. were - unable 
to make a straight course to the island 
because. of the wind. We steamed 
slowly toward .the end .of Fayal and 
under the shelter of the island reached 
Horta at 6:30 a. m. On our arrival we 
had the plane towed into safe anchor- 
age and overhauled. On the following 
day we had the machine lifted to the 
end of the breakwater where-it will 
remain untjl thoroughly repaired and 
overhauled. 

“When the repairs are complete the 
machine will be tested and we then in- 
tend to return to where we landed in 
the sea and resume our flight from 
there. The engines are in excellent 
condition and are’ not damaged.”

His “trying” was so successful that he 
kept the hearts of the spectators in 
their mouths. He flew under both the 
Eads and Free bridges again and again. 
Now and then he swooped down until 
his wheels feathered the water, and 
those who, saw. this “stunt” recalled it 
vividly when they read that during his 
flight to Paris he, according to his own 
account, flew at times only 10 feet 
above the Amantic. 

High in the air “Slim” looped and 
spun and barrelled and risked his neck 
in countless ways. Then, when the 
race with the hydroplane was put on, 
he beat it easily over a five-mile course. 
To wind up the exhibition he played 
a prank, and gave one citizen of St. 
Louis the experience of his life and 
created no end of amusement. 

“Slim” zoomed his plane to a con- 
siderable altitude and then came down 
in a steep, daring nose dive. He 
headed his plane directly toward a 
motor cruiser, “The Hawk” owned by 
Ed Serrano, which was at anchor in 
the middle of the Mississippi. 

Standing on the deck of the cruiser 
was S. G. Hoffman, intently watching 
the airman’s antics. When he saw the 
plane driving directly toward him he 
was dead sure that it would hit him, 
so, clothes and all, he leaped into the 
river. 

Of course, “Slim” didn’t. hit the 
cruiser, instead nosing up his plane 
just in time to dart oypr it. Hoffman, 
swimming around @nd_ eventually 
clambering aboard the Hawk, admitted 
the joke was on him. By that time 
“Slim” was winging back to the flying 
field.

From the earliest of his flying ex- 
periences, “Slim” Lindbergh: placed the 
parachute as foremost among his flight 
paraphernalia. He learned to know the 
value of it—attest his four-time mem- 
bership .in the “Caterpillar Club”’— 
when fate demanded of him that he 
take to it or relinquish life. 

“Slim” had so much faith in this 
descending device that once he de- 
manded that a passenger who flew 
with him provide himself with one in 
case of. midair disaster. This passen- 
gér was Herbert B. Ehler, 
counselor of St. John's 
Long Island City. 

Last October Mr. Ehler: was in St. 
Louis and at 3 o’clock one morning he 
received a telegram demanding that he 
get to Cincinnati just as soon as pos- 
sible. He- knew that the quickest way 
was by air, so he called Robertson Field 
— asked whether a plane could take 

im. 

The reply was that a plane would 
be ready for the flight at 6 o’clock in 
the morning. The name of the pilot 
was not then disclosed, but it chanced 
to be “Slim” Lindbergh. 

When Mr. Ehler arrived at the flying 
field he was told by the pilot that be- 
fore the flight was started he. the 
pilot, must be assured that his pas- 
senger was prepared for a pzxrachute 
leap “in case anything. heppsncd.” In 
other words, he requifew thet Myr. 
Ehlier make a parachute jump then 
and there if he had never made one 
before. 

Mr. Ehler had never done this and 
“Slim” was adamant about it. He 
knew the cmergencies likely to arise 
and also the worth of a. chute in such 
@ case. 

At first there was objection from Mr. 
Ehler, who did not ‘see that he should 
give a sort of professional exhibition in 
midair. But “Slim” persisted and 
finally conquered.

The passenger, trusting to all that 
“Slim” had told him of the efficacy of 
chutes, recalling that he had already 
made leaps from flying planes, took his 
nerve in his hands and stepped off into 
space. 

There was no trouble about the open- 
ing of the parachute and Mr. Ehler 
came safely to the earth. And when he 
came to it he found Lindbergh already 
down, waiting for him to make the 
journey to Cincinnati. 

“That’s all there is to it,” “Slim” said 
to him, “and now we can hop off for 
Cincinnati. Just remember to do that 
again if anything happene to us.”

Mr. Ehler said afterward of the trip: 

“The flight to Cincinnati was, in a 
great measure, uneventful, but as we 
neared the landing field, Lindbergh 
zoomed the plane to 3,000 feet and 
then, trusting implicitly in his bus, 
dove straight downward. The drop 
continued until we were within 500 feet 
of the airport. Then in some way, 
quite paradoxical to me, he straightened 
out, rose like a bird, hovered a moment 
and then came to earth, making, what 
I am told, is a perfect landing. 

“I had flown a number of times be- 
fore this, but never before had seen 
such skill in piloting a plane to a land- 
ing... Lindbergh and I went to my 
hotel, where we had breakfast together. 
He impressed me as being a youngster 
intensely interested in aviation and lit- 
tle else. 

“We made the trip from St. Louis to 
Cincinnati, a distance of 360 ,miles, in 
3 hours end 9 minutes.”

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NEW YORK WILL TGNORE

Lindbergh’s Entry Is to Be 
Staged Just as if He 
Arrived on Liner. 


ROOSEVELT DENIES STORY 


New York, June 2 (By A. P.).— 
Charlies Lindbergh’s triumphal entry 
into this city on June 14 will be staged 
“just as though he were landing from 
a transatlantic liner” and as if his 
arrival here actuaily marked his return 
to his homeland. In fact, he will have 
passed a brief period in Washington 
before coming here, and New York will 
be only second in line to “give him a 
hand” instead of first, as it had hoped 
and planned, 

A committee of shipping men today 
made public tentative plans for Lind- 
bergh’s reception at Staten Island and 
for the procession up the bay to the 
Battery. 

The aviator will fly fipen Washington. 
arriving at Miller Field, Staten Island, 
at 10 a. m. He will immediately be 


taken by automobile to the Midland 
Beach dock, where he will board the 
city tug Macom. The journey to Mar- 
hattan will be through a solid lane. of 
decorated and whistling shipping. 

The Macom will hug the Brooklyn 
Shore for about 7 miles, then swing 
west into the main channel, skirting 
Governors Jsland to the west. and pro- 
ceed to the Battery. More than 200 
craft of all descriptions will line the 
route and as, the Macom passes wil 
close in behifid in a great semicircle 
as a guard of honor. 

Prominent among these craft will be 
a full rigged ship now at berth in the 
harbor to furnish a contrast between 
old methods of crossing the ocean and 
Lindbergh’s manner. 

At the Battery the flier will be 
greeted just as though the Macom were 
bringing him from a liner at Quaran- 
tine and will be escorted to City Hall 
for the formal ceremonies of greeting. 

Then will follow a big parade up 
Fifth avenue to Central Park, where 
Gov. Smith will decorate him with the 
State Medal of Valor. 

Capt. Lindbergh will remain in- New 
York three days, attending receptions 
and dinners, and on Friday, June 17, 
he is scheduled to fly to St. Louis, ar- 
riving there that afternoon. 

Published reports involving Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt that the Washing- 
ton reception had been planned at an 
eleventh hour “to put one over on 
Tammany’s home town,” met with a 
denial by the.colonel that he had any 
part in the Washington reception plan. 

“I have never had anything to do 
with the plans for Capt. Lindbergh’s 
reception,” Col. Roosevelt said, “nor 
have I requested him to attend any 
function or dinner whatsoever. I. did 
not suggest to the President that he 
be asked to. Washington.” 

Mayor James J. Walker and Mrs. 
Walker sent a telegram today to Mrs. 
Evangeline L. Lindbergh, mother of 
the flier, asking her to be their guest 
in New York while her son is being 
. feted’ by the city. 

“Mrs. Walker and I would feel hon- 
ored,”’ the telegram read, “If you will 
be our guest when New York pays its 
tribute of welcome to your son.”

From the air marshal to the ground 
force of the British air service the story 
has spread how Lindbergh cavorted 
through the air in the British mili- 
tary plane which he brought back from 
Gosport the other morning after taking 
the Spirit of St. Louis to the south 
coast. to be packed for the trip home. 
As if for sheer joy at being in his 
element again, Lindbergh turned, tum- 
bled, soared, dived and rollicked about 
like an elfin child at play—free at last 
from the earthbound creatures who 
have been crowding him so much of 
late. It was because of this experience 
with the American birdman that the 
British air force authorities at Kenley 
realized. the great responsibility they 
had as his hosts tonight. 

Not that there was the slightest 
doubt of his being able to take care 
of himself, but there was the realiza- 
tion that if.an accident of any kind 
should occur to America’s hero,. they 
would never forgive themselves,—end 
consequently extraordinary~precautions 
have been taken that nothing shall 
happen to him. 

Wing Commander H.,M. Brock, in 
charge at Kenley Station, has issued 
an order to his two squadrons of air 
fighters that Capt. Lindbergh is not 
to be given any plane except the one 
carefully tested and designated for his 
Paris trip tomorrow. Nor is he to be 
taken as a passenger by other pilots. 
Night flying is carried out every night 
at Kenley, and the high officials feared 
that the adventurous American might 
sally into the clouds tonight just. for 
the fun of the thing, or that he might 
go up with British officers for a lark. 
Lindbergh told the Associated Press 
correspondent this evening that there 
need be no worry about him; all he 
wanted was rest, so as to be ready, 
bright and early, for the flight to the 
continent. 

There were terse moments at Kenley 
while. Lindbergh wrestled with the 
problem of the English weather. Should 
he disappoint the crowds awaiting at 
Le Bourget or start off in the fog, 
which the British airmen called “aw- 
fully sticky?” The single-seater Glou- | 
cester Gamecock was all primed for the’ 
trip. Lindbergh’s baggage—his new felt 
hat and suit case—was in the storage 
space behind the cockpit and the para- 
chute was ready for adjustment. Even 
@ memorandum outlining his program 
on arrival at Paris was attached to the 
instrument board in front of him. 


Escort Is Ready. 


Two trim, pink-cheeked youngsters 
from the British Air Force, Flight Lieut. 
Boret and Flying Officer. Horiman, of 
the Thirty-second Squadron, were 
ready to accompany him to the coast. 
The mist was low and heavy, and the 
fog reports from the channel indicated 
something even worse.

President Coolidge and his adminis- 
tration recognize the seriousness of the 
situation and regard the: present dis- 
aster in the lower Mississippi Valley as 
the ground for some of the most seri- 
ous work for the next Congress, Dwight 
Davis, Secretary of War, the President’s 
special representative, declared. 


Secretary Davis to Speak. 


Secretary Davis will address the con- 
ference tomorrow morning, giving first- 
hand impressions of the flood. Maj, 
Gen, Edgar Jadwin, chief of the Army 
Engineers, will dwell upon the details 
of the engineering work necessary in 
meeting the challenge of the Father 
of Waters. 

A half-dozen speakers at the initial 
session this afternoon voiced the de- 
mand that the floods be controlled, 
and that partisan politics and petty sec- 
tional ambitions not find their way to 
“the convention floor.

Water Soon to Reach Gulf. 


New Orleans, June 2 (By A. P.).— 
The Atchafalaya River flood exerted 
pressure on the last line of man-made 
barriers tonight as it gathered --the 
diminished force of its crest in the 
south portion of central Louisiana be- 
fore passing out into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. With the flood’s sway over the 
Loulsiana lowlands likely to be pro- 
longed, although not rendered more 
seveye, by the new crest riding down 
the Mississippi River, efforts were made 
to hold protection levees to prevent the 
inundation of towns near Morgan City, 
about 12 miles west of New Orleans. 

Berwick, safe and dry behind a 7-foot 
levee on the banks of the swirling 
Atchafalaya, labored to bolster the 
dyke, fearing that a break might in- 
undate the town to a depth of 5 feet. 
While it was believed that the gffort 
would be successful, the inhabitants 
of the town, numbering 2,000, were 
preparing to lift themselves-to plank 
sidewalks on scaffolding just as their 
neighbors across the river in Morgan 
City have done. 

While all but ten of the residents 
of Gibson, about 25 miles east of 
Morgan City, evacuated the town in 
fear that the swollen Bayou Black 
would pile in additional waters, the 
population of Donner, a sawmill town 
nearby, worked on a 6-foot levee which 
has been holding the water out.

“I am going to stick to this job until 
these people are back in their homes 
and have planted their crops,” he de- 
clared. Because this necessity presses 
upon him, he doubted if he would be 
in Washington for the reception to 
Lindbergh. 


Loan to Farmers Is Aim. 


The plans under consideration by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, 
though differing in details, have one 
essential aim, it was announced. That 
is to raise as much money for loans to 
farmers as has already been supplied 
by banking institutions in the respec- 
tive States flooded. 

These institutions have furnished 
$1,750,000 to the farmers in the flooded 
regions, and through the United States 
Chamber of Commerce an arrangement 
will be made by which an _ equal 
amount will be furnished by various 
cities of the North. This is in response 
to Secretary Hoover’s appeal to the 
North to come to the aid of the South 
in provisions for flood relief. 

The loans probably will be assigned 
as “quotas” to various cities, it wags 
said, each large city being expected to 
loan a certain sum, the aggregate of 
which will total $1,750,000.

LARGER TAX CUT SEEN 
AFTER COOLIDGE SESSION 


Senator Edge Says Reduction 
Should Be More Than 
$300,000,000. 


‘WOULD LOWER SURTAXES 


Hope for a bigger tax reduction than, 


the .$300,000,000 advocated a week ago 
by Senator David Reed (Republican), 
Pennsylvania, was expressed yesterday 
by Senator Walter E. Edge (Republi- 
can), New Jersey. a member of the 
Senate finance committee, following a 
conference with President Coolidge. 

Mr, Edge advanced the belief that 
even if surtaxes are cut, the revenues 
will be increased to such an extent that 
a big tax reduction will be warranted. 
Mr. Edge would lower surtaxes, cut the 
corporation tax from 1344, per cent to 
as low as 11 per cent, if possible, and 
reduce nuisance and amusement taxes. 

“If the rule, which has held ‘good 
in the past, will continue—that a low- 
ering of surtaxes means an increase in 
actual receipts—then we can surely 
make a greater reduction than $300,- 
000,000,” Mr. Edge said. “I always be- 
lieve large surpluses are too inviting 
to congressional experiments. If we 
can keep surpluses pretty well down, 
we will have better arguments to op- 
pose legislation calling for large unnec- 
essary expenditures. 

“I am greatly in favor of reducing the 
corporation tax. It hits more people 
unjustly than any other tax. I think 
it is very unjust and should be reduced 
lower than the present 1244 per cent.”

Power in Forcing Blood in 
System, He Holds.

Berlin, June 2’ (By A. F.).—Prof. Mar- 
tin Mendelsohn, who has occupied the 
chair of diseases of the heart in Berlin 
University since 1899, has put forward 
the extraordinary theory that the heart 
is not the prime motive power for life, 
but as an organ plays only a secondary 
part. His theory is that the activity 
of the cells of the body, in absorbing 
and elimigating fluids, constitutes the 
chief motive power Tn forcing the blood 
through the system. 

In support of his theory Dr, Men- 
delsohn calls attention to the fact that 
many persons with exceedingly weak 
hearts continue to live, although in 
these particular cases it is impossible 
to believe that their hearts can pump 
the blood through the body. 

Prof. Mendelsohn first propounded 
his theory in the new medical weekly, 
Die Medizinische Zeit, in a recently 
published article, which subsequently 
was taken up by Alfred Kerr, of the 
Berliner Tageblatt. An elaborate dis- 
course in the subject is being prepared 
by Dr. Mendelsohn for an early meet- 
ing of the medical society. 

The author of this new theory con- 
tends that “the human body’s motive 
power is represented by the cellular ac- 
tivity of the glands and skin in absorb- 
ing and excreting liquids which furnish 
the requisite fuel for the human 1 :otor, 
whereas the heart and blood circulation 
merely play a regulative role in distrib- 
uting such fuel and resulting refuse to 
and from the various motors. through- 
out the body, namely, the internal, 
glandular and epidermic cells.” 

Dr. Mendelsohn says that this ex- 
plains many cases of the burial of per- 
sons apparently dead, and he argues 
that other tests besides cessation of the 
heart beat are necessary to establish 
true death,

“Governments that weaken and dis- 
integrate, religions that fail to. satisfy 
our spiritual hunger, educational sys- 
tems that handicap the mind become 
obsolete and perish as a result of lead- 
ership that succumbs to overindulgence 
in retrospection, at the expense of 
visualization,” he said. 

“One reason why our present anti- 
quated systems of examinations as 
tests of the students’ qualifications for 
advancement must eventually give way 
to more scientific technique is because 
examinations as now conducted are 
largely devised for testing the tempo- 
rary retentiveness of crammed memo- 
ries, rather than tests oft ind 
power to visualize, te/ think and to 
create.”

Lindbergh is an air mail pilot. He is one 
of the capable corps of airmen developed by | 
Postmaster General New. While other 
branches of aviation have been. more spectacu- 
lar, none of them has rivaled the air mail corps 
in actually promoting the art of flying. With- 
out ostentation and with steady and business- 
like application, Postmaster General New has 
contributed more than any other individual to 
the establishment of aviation as a part of 
modern life. Every day, in rain or shine, the 
air mail has been dispatched, constantly ex- 
tending its service and rapidly improving in 
efficiency. The Postmaster General has kept 
in close touch with this branch of the, postal 
s:rvice and his personal interest in the pilots 
and his watchfulness over their welfare has 
been rewarded by the development of a corps 
of airmen possessing not only unequaled ex- 
perience, but the finest qualities of initiative 
and self-reliance. It was quite natural, there- 
fore, that from this corps should have come 
the youth who conquered the Atlantic Ocean. 

Lindbergh is pardonably proud of the air 
mail corps, as it is proud of him. He is pri- 
marily an air mail pilot, and it was in that 
work that he acquired the experience and skill 
that enabled him to accomplish what some 
superstitious souls regard as a miraculous feat.

GERMANS BUYING AUTOMOBILES. 


Department of Commerce experts have been 


ere buying automobiles. Before the war Ger- 
many had an’ automobile registration of only 


nations in the number of automobiles regis- 
tered, and has one vehicle for every 196 per- 
sons, as compared with one for every 5 in the 


one for every 55 in Great Britain. In addition, 
Germany ranks second only to Great Britain 
in the registration of motorcycles. 

German industry has been able to supply 
about 70 per cent of the demand for auto- 
mobiles. Much of the balance is imported 
* from the United States, the American product 
enjoying wide popularity. Last year Amer- 
, ican. exports of automobiles to Germany were 
» valued at considerably more than $5,000,000, 
which represented an increase of almost $3,- 
990,000 over a three-year period. American 
udtomobiles were purchased despite the ex- 
tremely high import duty and despite the 
fact that internal taxes in Germany, levied on 
the horsepower. basis, falls heavily upon the 
higher-powered American cars. The import 
tariff is being revised downward, however, and 
after July, 1928, the duty: will compare favor- 
ably with that imposed upon cars in other 
countries, 

Germany’s adoption of motor vehicles, is 
an indication of its economic trend, With a 
return to stability. have come funds over and 
above thosé needed for actual ‘necessities, 
which are being invested in. equipment to 
make individual tasks easier and more quickly 
performed. It is gratifying that the American 
producer is obtaining his share of Germany’s 
eutomobile business, but in the. larger serse 
any equipment. which tends to make Germany| 
more. efficient will reflect favorably upon the 
United: States. The more automobiles in the 
bands of German citizens the better.

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This gruesome picture was afforded ‘sénie 
relief by the disclosure that the rate increased 
in only 37 of the 118 cities in which such 


records were kept. In the other $1 the num-. 


ber of murders either decreased or remained 
stationary. Washington, with 53. violent 
deaths, was one of those that reported’ im- 
proved conditions over the previous year. 

The mawkish sentimentality shown by the 
public toward murderers, the tortuous work- 
ing of the law, racial enmity and the general 
sale of firearms were among the contributing 
causes for the unwholesome distinttion which 
the United States enjoyed in this respect. 
Control over some of these factors has been 
established by law. Others can not be curbed 
until the individual citizen is willing to do 
his part. 


THE APOLONIO CASE. 


The public looks askance at the proceedings 
in connection with the arrest of Dr. Dee Ham- 
mer and Mrs. Joseph Apolonio, charged with 
conspiracy to murder the woman’s husband. 
According to the story told by the police, Ham- 
mer engaged a stranger to commit the murder, 
not knowing that he was employing a detec- 
tive. This officer, posing as a gunman with 
several murders to his credit, is said to be 
ready to testify that Hammer entered into the 
conspiracy well knowing that murder. was to be 
committed. 

A peculiar feature of the case is that the 
intended ,victim seems'to take no stock in the 
reported conspiracy. He furnished the $5,000 
bond required for the liberation of his wife. 
The release of.the woman on such a small 
bond is a surprising transaction, if the prima 
facie evidence offered by the police was worth 
anything at all. 

Judgment is necessarily suspended while the 
case awaits determination, but it may be said 
in the meantime that the public looks with ex- 
treme disfavor upon the practice of peace offi- 


_cers’ in disguising themselves and promoting 


crime for the sake of apprehending criminals. 
This practice, carried on by prohibition agents, 
has done more to discredit the prohibition laws 
than anything else. No excuse whatever can 
be urged in defense of this vicious practice. 
The inevitable reaction against complicity in 
crime by peace officers is to convince the pub- 
lic that an accused person is innocent, whether 
he wins a verdict of innocence or not. 


BATHING IN VIENNA. 


The average individual takes a bath because 
of the feeling of personal cleanliness with 
which it leaves him, or because of the fact that 
years of training and tradition have served to 
inculcate a habit difficult to eradicate. The 
benefit derived therefrom serves the individual 
alone. In Vienna, however, it is different. The 
Viennese probably take their baths for the 
Same reasons. The benefit, however, is derived 
also by the city, for the Socialist municipal 
zovernment now imposes a tax on water fau- 
cets. Each home or apartment can. have one 
faucet tax free. On additional water outlets, 
however, a levy must be met, the assessment 
rising in a graduated scale for every additional 
spigot. 

One wonders what effect this tax will have 
upon the personal habits of the population. 
With water spigots in the luxury class, will in- 
dividuals meet the cost uncomplainingly and 
continue the healthy habit inculcated by child- 
hood training or will they, to save expenses, 
make the one free tap serve all purposes? The 
decision must be most difficult. On one hand 
is the voice of common decency urging that the 
water taps be kept running. On the other 
hand is the stern voice of thrift arguing that a 
penny saved is a penny earned. If the latter 
wins the argument, as well it may, the Vien- 
nese May not be as popular as once they were. 
What a small boy’s heaven, however, will have 
been created. 


HYATTSVILLE VIADUCT. 


Maryland authorities are to be congratulated 
on their decision to bring condemnation pro- 
ceedings looking to the acquisition of a right 
of way for a viaduct at the Hyattsville rail- 
road crossing. This essential improvement 
in the road system of the neighboring State 
already has waited too long. The lives of 
virtually all automobile travelers to and from 
the North and East have been endangered 
while the State and Hyattsville property own- 
ers sought to establish a fair value for the 
necessary land. 

Once ‘the Hyattsville viaduct has been fin- 
ished, main-line grade crossings will have been 
eliminated on all of the arterial highways lead- 
ing out of Washington, Nowhere has the use 
of the automobile been fraught with more 
danger than when motor highways meet rai'- 
road tracks. Recklessness on the part of 
automobile drivers has been a heavy conr- 
tributing factor in the number of such deaths, 
but since half the Nation now uses motor trans- 
portation it is the duty of the State to protest 
its citizens against their own carelessness. 


“HANDS ACROSS THE BORDER. 


June 1.will go down to history in the 
province of Ontario as a day long ‘to be re- 
membered. On June 1, 1927, after eleven 
years of aridity, the province returned to 
“normalcy” in the matter of the legal sale 
of alcoholic beverages, and the world is told 
tyat the return was accompanied by a 
Mississippi flood of liquor sales, under gov- 
ernment auspices. 

_ June’ 1 was also the day on which the first. 
Sen baehe diplomatic representative presented 
his. credentials. as Minister from the United 
States to the Dominion of Canada, thereby 
carrying to the Governor General, Viscount 
Willingdon, the official acknowledgment of 
the Washington government that Canada has 
] doffed her diplomatic swaddling clothes and 


is today, to all intents and purposes, one of 


the family. of nations. 
June 1 will also be chishretad bievenbtas as 
the day on which the territories of the United 


“ States and Canada were formally. united by a. 
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peor fier strong’ waiert,” 
now Bestel het in ‘thelr’ own country. But 
the opening of the “Peace Bridge” will be re- 
membered as an occasion to be celebrated on 
both sides of the border for generations to 
agzome, for besides the sentimental considera- 
tion of the hundred years of peace between 
neighbors this bridge will, within a few years; 
become the untaxed thoroughfare between New 
York and Ontario to be traversed by the 
thousands of nationals on both sides of the 
river who are so closely allied by ties of blood 
as well as by their commercial, interests. 

The Peace Bridge will be formally dedi- 
cated about the middle of September, when 
it is expected that President Coolidge and 
the Prince of Wales will take-.part in the 
ceremonies. 


BRITISH LIBERALS WIN. 


The British Liberal party, which was re- 
ported to be on its last legs and to be patiently 
awaiting absorption into the Conservative or 


Labor ranks, according to the leanings of its 
individual members, has of late shown evi- 
dences of a vitality surprising in a supposedly 
moribund organization. That vitality has 
largely synchronized with the leadership of 
“David Lloyd George, and to an outside ob- 
server it would seem that both the land policy, 
to which “‘the little Welshman” is now unre- 
_Servedly committed, and the breezy optimism 
he displays regarding the future of Liberalism 
in Britain are producing marked effects on pub- 
lic opinion, 

Unexpected Liberal victories in recent by- 
elections have not only heartened the rank and 
file of Lloyd George’s adherents and support- 
ers, but have also given the political quidnuncs 
matter for serious speculation. The most re- 
cent of these successes has just been achieved 
in the Bosworth division of Leicestershire, 
where there is a thoroughly mixed electorate, 
partly farming, partly coal mining and partly 
engaged in other industrial occupations, such 
as the manufacture of hosiery and shoes. The 
vacancy was caused by the retirement through 
ill health of the Conservative member, Capt. 
Gée, a Victoria Cross man. There were, as 
usual, three candidates—the Liberal, Sir Will- 
iam Edge; the Laborite, John Minto; and the 
Conservative, Brig. Gen. E. L. Spears. They 
finished in that order after a ding-dong fight. 
Between the Liberal and the Laborite the votes 
were nearly equal, Edge winning narrowly 
from Minto by 11,981 to 11,710, while Spears 
was at the bottom ofthe list with a poll of 
only 7,685. The total number of electors on 
the register is 37,092, so that the vote of 31,376 
may be taken as fairly representative. 

Aside from the Liberal victory, which is, in- 
deed, highly significant, the principal feature 
of the election was the poor showing made by 
the Conservative candidate. It proves that the 
trade union bill of the Conservative adminis- 
tration is far from popular, and this considera- 
tion may have a deterrent effect-on those mem- 
bers of the Baldwin cabinet who are pressing 
for a general election in the fall with that very 
bill as the main plank in their platform. Bos- 
worth may give them another thought,

WHITE PLAGUE ELIMINATION. 


Homer Folks, secretary of the State Char- 
ities Aid Association of New York, has made 
the prediction that within the next twenty 
years tuberculosis will be practically elimi- 
nated from the United States. It is an opti- 
mistic prediction, but the entire country with 
the greatest sincerity hopes it will materialize. 

In 1911, according to the compilation. of the, 
Bureau of the Census, there were 159 deaths 
in each 100,000 population of the United 
States caused by tuberculosis of one form or 
another. Since then the rate has steadily ‘de- 
clined. In 1915 the death rate per 100,000 
population was 146. By 1920 there were bui 
114 deaths in each 100,000. In 1922 the rate 
had shrunken still further to 97, and in 1924 
the white plague took a toll of but 90 indi- 
viduals out of each 100,000. 

Rarely has any crusade been able to show 
such tangible progress. Rarely, for that mat- 
ter, has ahy cause been able to enlist such 
powerful public sentiment. The campaign 
against tuberculosis is achieving community 
protection against the plague, and whether 
or not Mr. Folks’. prediction comes true in so 
short a time, it is certain that tuberculosis will 
be practically eradicated from the United 
States. May the day be hastened. 


STUMBLING BLOCKS. 


A national gathering of churchmen within 
the past week condemned the Citizens Mili- 
tary Training Camps. At virtually the same 
time military veterans in Plainfield, N. J., re- 
fused to dedicate a war memorial which bore 
the biblical inscription, ‘‘Nation shall not lift 
sword against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more.’’ 

Both of these organizations make the mis- 
take of obstructing what they actually. desire. 
The citizens of the United States can not af- 
ford to combat preparedness, nor can they 
close their eyes to the desirability of universal 
peace. When the Nation as a whole recognizes 
not only that preparedness is the road to 
_ peace, but that the desire for peace may be 
best furthered by preparedness, the universal 
goal will be that much nearer. 
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THE TRADE COMMISSION'S SPOWER.

CHARGES Hla WIFE 
WITH MISCONDUCT 


but Not Named, in Actor’s 
Cross-Complaint. 


MANY OF ACCUSATIONS 
BY HER CALLED FALSE 


Excessive Liquor Drinking 
and Neglect of Children 
Are Alleged. 


Los Angeles, Calif.. June 2 (By A. 
P.).—Charlie Chaplin today leaped into 
the divorce battle ground which has 
been dominated by his wife, Lita Grey 
Chaplin, for nearly five months and 
took up the fight by firing a broadside 


of denials and countercharges in a 100- 
age cross complaint and answer to his 
wife's suit. 

Mrs. Chaplin was charged by her hus- 
band with defiantly associating for a 
long period of time with two young 
men whom he did not name, with fre- 
quent intoxication, neglect of their two 
children, extravagance and fortune 
seeking. 

The comedian of the films pictured 
himself as a hard working, faithful, 
loving and indulgent husband and 
father. His complaint represented his 
19-year-old wife as neglecting their 
home and children for parties and ex- 
cessive liquor drinking with other 
young men and as defiant to his wishes 
as to her conduct. 


‘Demanded” $1,125,000. 


Chaplin declared his wife had de- 
manded $1,125,000 of him, and not 
merely the half of their community 
property to which she was entitled. 
He declared the community property 
amounted to but $266,000, and this 
and separate property to $1, 125,000. He 
declared his wife unfit to have the care 
or support of their children and asked 
the court to deny her decree for divorce 
and to grant to him, instead, the di- 
vorce and custody of their two chil- 
dren, Charles Spencer, jr., and Sidney 
Earle, aged about 2 and 1, respectively. 
The movie actor and producer de- 
nied that he had ever spent a great 
part of his time since he was married 
with motion picture actresses or any 
other women, either publicly or pri- 
vately. 

The films, “The Gold Rush” and “The 
Circus,” the latter uncompleted as yet, 
were declared by Chaplin not to be a 
part of the community property, nor 
are the proceeds that have been or may 
be derived from them. He declared 
these films and their proceeds . were 
vested in the rights and ownership of 
Chaplin Studios, Inc., substantially the 
majority of stock of which is held by 
the Charles Chaplin Film Corporation, 
a Delaware concern. 


Defamed Child, He Says. 


Chaplin declared his. wife had de- 
famed one of their children by assert- 
ing that it was “born out of wedlock.” 

Among other charges by his wife 
Chaplin denied: 

That when she came to his room 
last November he picked up a gun, 
waved it and threatened to kill her if 
she dared to leave his home or “tell 
the newspapers about this.” 

That he handed her the gun and 
said, “There is one way to end it all.” 

* he had ever said, “I might get 
sudCenly crazy at any time and kill 
you.” 

That there ever was a time when her 
keys would not open the door to their 
home; that she was unable to get in 
because the door locks had been 
changed, and fhat he had said to her: 
“I guess the servants are trying to pro- 
tect me.” 


Suggested Honolulu Trip. 


Chaplin asserted that Mrs. Chaplin 
had invited a certain young man to 
parties at her home against his wishes 
and demands. 

Just prior to their separation, he 
said, when matters were reaching a 
point in their home where he thought 
it advisable, he suggested she take a 
trip to Honolulu. She went to Hawaii. 
taking one child with her, indulging 
in “huge extravagances.” It was there, 
he said, she conceived the idea of ob- 
taining a divorce, and on her return 
spent large sums for clothing, shoes and 
perfume. 

While in Honolulu, he said, she left 
her child alone for many hours and by 
her conduct created gossip and unfa- 
vorable comment, which caused him 
mental anguish when it was reported 
to him.

Her govérnment and people are now 
being maintained by money which be- 
longs to Americans and she has made 
no arrangement to assume the role Bf a 
nation which honors its obligations and 
pays its debts.

As a matter of secondary importance, 
France refused to accept President 
Coolidge’s invitation to participate in 
the naval arms limitation conference at 
Geneva. This has placed France in an 
unenviable diplomatic position, as the 
other naval powers are sympathetic to- 
ward the American proposal, and it is 
not unlikely that French statesmen will 
be forced to send an observer to the 
conference in order to prevent France 
from becoming isolated in the matter 
of international arms limitation plans. 
From the standpoint of France’s rela- 
tions with the United States, the two 
features most discussed at this time are 
France’s refusal to pay her debts and 
France’s refusal to join the Geneva 
naval conference. 

If Briand can succeed in promoting 
a Franco-American peace pact at this 
time he will naturally succeed in di- 
verting attention both from the debt 
question and the naval conference. 


This is the inference generally drawn |. 


here from the Briand “smoke-screen” 
respecting the agreement to outlaw war. 


Would Abolish Our Debts. 


Before taking up the newly-an- 
nounced academic plan to abolish war, 
as between France and the United 
States, President Coolidge would pre- 
fer to take up and complete the prac- 
tical plan to abolish war debts, as be- 
France has 
negotiated an agreement to refund her 
debt but she refuses to ratify it. Until 
she ratifies it and eliminates the sug- 
gestion that she may seek to repudiate 
her obligation, it will be useless for 
Premier Briand or any French states- 
man to talk about negotiating new 
international agreements to improve 
the relations between the two coun- 
tries, according to officials here. 


The American internationalists, who 
have seized upon the Briand idea, have 
been staunch advocates of total or par- 

tial cancellation of the billions which 
are being freely expended day by- day 
by the French people though the 
money rightfully belongs to the Ameri- 
cans who advanced it to France in 
her hour of need. 

Cancellation of debts and advocacy of 
the League of Nations and the World 
Court go hand in hand, it is pointed 
out, and the drafts of the peace pacts 
show that the same league and World 
Court idea are to be dominant features 
of these treaties. In other words, 
France is to- be assiste@ in diverting 
attention from her debt to America on 
the one hand and America is to be 
drawn into European politics .ia the 
league and the World Court, on the other. 
This is the view taken in authoritative 
quarters here of the real significance of 
the latest internationalist plan. 


Connected With Carnegie Fund. 


Both Prof. Shotwell and President 
Butler, it is emphasized here, are con- 
nected with the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace and 
both are identified - with inter- 
nationalist organizations wedded to 
the League of Nations idea. Prof, 
Butler is an officer De la Legion 
d’Honneur of France and a member of 
the Institute of France. Officials here 
realize that. members of the Carnegie 
Endowment must show some activity to 
justify the funds donated for peace 
purposes, and they also realize that 
Americans who- have received high 
honors at the hands of the French gov- 
ernment may be inclined to take a 
Ssympatnetic view toward French aims 
in diplomacy. 

‘It is also realized that the idea of 
outlawing war by treaty has a strong 
appeal to all peoples and responds to 
the peace-loving proclivities of the peo- 
ple of the United States. But, it is 
pointed out, President Coolidge and 
those actually. entrusted with the 
foreign relations of the -Government 
and responsible for the welfare of the 
American people can not permit Ameri- 
cans to be victimized by foreign states- 
. no matter how lofty the expressed 
ideals. 


Third Draft Pact Offered 
By Dr. Francis B. Sayre 


New York, June 2 (By A: P.).—The 
Women’s International League and the 
American arbitration crusade made 
public today. the draft of a thitd in- 
strument designed to carry out the pro- 
posal of Premier Briand that war..be 
outlawed between the United States 
and France by treaty. 

The latest document is the work of 
Dr. Francis B. Sayre, son-in-law of the 
late President Wilson and professor of 
law at Harvard University. 

Like -the draft made public by the 
American Foundation Sunday, and that 
written by Prof. James T. Shotwell and 
J. P. Chamberlain, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and announced Monday, the 
Sayre document sets up machinery for 
settling, by conciliation, issues involv- 
ing national honor or vital interests 
which are not considered subjects for 
arbitration or judicial settlement. 

The Sayre instrument differa, from 
the Shotwell and American Foundation 
drafts chiefly in that it relies strongly 
on the World Court for administration 
of its provisions. It gives the World 
Court jurisdiction over five classes of 
disputes and empowers the court to de- 
termine whether any dispute falls with- 
in the five categories. 

The five classes of disputes are those 
regarding the interpretation of a treaty, 
any question of international law, the 
existence of any fact which would con-, 
stitute a breach of an international ob- 
ligation, the extent of reparation io 
be made for such a breach, and the 
determination of any fact on which an 
international dispute has arisen.

PITTSTON MAN IS HELD 


Scranton, Pa.,. June 2 (By A. P.).— 
One man was under arrest and the po- 
lice were searching for several others 
today after the discovery of the bodies 
of the two girls who had been slain 
along an old wagon road in the Boston 
settlement, near Pittston, Luzerne 
County. 

The dead girls were identified an 
hour after their bodies had been dis- 
covered by a mine watchman as Jennie 
Monica, 19, and.Edith Fonso, 20, botk 
of Wilkes-Barre. 

The man taken into custody by Pitts- 
ton and State police described himself 
as Carmel Marranda, 33, of Pittston, 
alleged owner of an automobile found 
near the bodies. Marranda, the police 
said, had reported his car stolen last 
night. 

Each girl had been shot through the 
head and strangled, and one of them 
had also been struck over the head 
with a blunt instrument, police said. 

It was apparent that they had waged 

a desperate struggle against their as- 
sailants. The body of one was nude 
and her torn clothing was found some 
distance away. The other body was 
fully clothed, but the garments had 
been pulled and dragged before the 
victim gave up the fight. 
Discovery of the bodies was made by 
& man watching an abandoned mine 
working, who noticed an automobile 
stuck in a mine cave hole. The bodies 
were a short distance away. 

Police said that after the killing the 
assailants had evidently started to 
escape in the automobile and when the 
car ran into the cave hole it was 
abandoned. : 

Examination of the automobile 
showed that the struggle had been 
started in the car. Hair was found in 
machine and there was evidence that 
the girls had been dragged from the 
car.

OS ANGELES COUNTY, Calif., has 
a wonderful health department. 
~» °tt was organized to take care of 
the people who wanted to live in 
the _ country and in the smaller 
places, but who did not want to suffer 
the risks of health which country peo- 
ple so frequently endure. Los Angeles 
(the city), Pasadena, Long Beach, and 
perhaps one or two more municipalities 
had health departments at the service 
of their people. The citizens of the 
county elsewhere than in these citics 
felt that they, too, wanted health pro- 
tection; therefore the county health 
department. 

It began with a desk, a chair, and a 
health officer. It now has 288 em- 
ployes. It began with one central office, 
located in the City of Los Angeles. It 
now has the county divided into some- 
where about ten districts, each in charge 
of a local health officer.

In California the law provides that a 
municipality, instead of duplicating 
health departments, may contract with 
the county health department to act 
also as a municipal health department 
within the contracting municipality. 
At the end of 1926, 25 municipalitics in 
Los Angeles County were under such 
contracts. The number so contracting 
in 1919 was two. These municipalities 
pay a total of $36,600 to the county 
yearly for service. They get the regular 
county service plus the extra service 
required because of their increased pop- 
ulation and tncreased density of occu- 
pation of the land. 

Among the types of service given are 
control of contagion, nursing service, 
school inspection, engineering service, 
advice as to water, sewage, drainage, 
and also as to refuse disposal; food in- 
spection, dairy inspection, sanitary in- 
spection, laboratory service, and regis- 
tration of vital statistics. 


The county has made provision for 
housing three of these health centers. 
In the Compton center they have a 
main building, two stories high, with 
three one-story wings In this build- 
ing there is a small branch of the 
county hospital surrounding the hos- 
pital, a seriees of rooms for ordinary 
clinics, tuberculosis clinics, heart dis- 
ease Clinics, children’s clinics, a dental 
office, a laboratory. a registration of- 
fice, and offices for health officers, 
nurses, inspectors, engineers, social 
service workers, and other officials. 

They figure that it pays to do some 
of the work of the county hospital and 
county agent in the districts. It is 
thought that the dairy inspecors and 
fruit and food inspectors in the rural 
districts are of great service to the 
dairymen and the vegetable and fruit 
growers:

Moriarty figures he is in the same 
boat with the Athletics—handicapped 
by inconsistent pitching. Every one 
knows the Tigers have enough batting 
punch to win a few pennants, even 
without Ty Cobb, but the team hasn't 
yet shown the stuff expected of it. 

In fact, Detroit’s tumble into the 
second division has been one of the 
outstanding spring surprises. In the 
poll of baseball writers, taken by the 
Associated Press before the season 
opened, a majority selected the Tigers 
to finish third, while 11 favored them 
to land first or second. They came to 
town today in seventh place, a spot 
which none of the 43 experts reserved 
for them’at any stage of the race. 

“They said I was a detriment to De- 
troit last season,” Ty Cobb remarked on 
a recent visit here, “but perhaps they 
have found out I wasn’t altogether to 
blame for the club’s showing We didn’t 
get the right swt of pitching for years, 
and that’s the same trouble Moriarty is 
having now.” 


There was no bitterness in Ty's 
remarks .about his old club, al- 
though he does feel perhaps there 
was a little injustice in the criti- 
cism of his roje as manager. It 
would take more than that, how- 
ever, to keep the Georgian from 
retaining his affection for and m- 
terest in the club whose uniform 
he wore for 22 campaigns. 

Detroit has the distinction of produc- 
ing the American League’s champion 
batsman in sixteen of the last twenty 
years, but it will take some tall slug- 
ging for any Tiger star to break up 
the pace set so far by Lou Gehrig of 
the Yankees, Bing Miller of the Browns 
or Al Simmons of the Athletics.

It was thought at first that a much 
larger staff would be required, and ar-

force. But it has been decided that 
room can be made for the extra work- 
ers in the present offices of the com- 
mission in the District Building. 


Small Staff for Economy. 


This reduction of force is another 
economy made possible by use of local 
brains instead of the per diem paid 
experts.

Merely Advising Gordon High 
Location Was Not the Best, 
Statement Says. 


KNOWS CITY’S LIMITATION 


Announcing they merely had advised 
regarding location~- of tke projected 
Gordon Junior High School on the site 
at Wisconsin avenue between Thirty- 
fourth and Thirty-fifth streets, mem-

Maj. H. C, Atkins, ‘Assistant Engineer 
Commissioner, said earlier in the day 
the high school site was the best ob- 
tainable within existing appropriation. 
Admitting there wege more desirable 
sites to be had in Georgetown, he said 
the money was not available to acquire 
them, and that in view of the latter the 
present site was the best obtainable 
within eight or ten blocks. 

Failure of Congress to provide for 
purchase of school sites advance of 
the time when they are a 1 needed 
limits available locations and compli- 
cates the problem of site selection, he 
explained.
